CAN A 
BLACKSMITH SHOP BURN? 


Orin Norton, the village blacksmith of the 
shire town of Dukes County, Mass. (Edgar 
town) swears by the Great Hookblock that a 
blacksmith shop cannot be burned down. He 
says that the leone of a blacksmith shop 
has never been known to man since the day 
of Tubal Cain and he relates all kinds of 
stories to support his theory that it can’t be 
done. 

As to why it can’t be done, he claims that 
the interior of a blacksmith shop becomes so

Is it a@ witch's leg that adorns (or 

haunts) this monument? Or is Bucksport 

just stuck with a “ghost it doesn't 
want? 


Bucksport, Maine, like most small New 
England towns, shuts down at dark. By 
nine o'clock the one main street is dim 
and nearly deserted. The occasional cars 
that cross the Orono River hardly slow 
down at the route junction before speeding 
along the empty street through the out- 


This is how yarn-spinner Ed Sylvester 
answered when asked if he believed in 
the witch's curse. 


The shapely calf and delicate ankle 
plainly identify the leg on Col. Buck's 
monument as a woman's, 


skirts of town. Headlights flicker briefly on 
the old graveyard, and then they are on 
the open highway again. 

On this night there is a full moon, and 
the shaft of a monument stands out dis- 
tinctly, dominating the little graveyard. A 
figure approaches along the sidewalk, 
walking fast. The footsteps falter, stop, 
then more quickly, a boy crosses and 
hurries by on the other side of the street, 
his head turning more and more to keep 
the tall, ghostly gray monument in sight. 
The next day he may tell how the figure 
of an old woman appeared among the 
gravestones, detached and floating in the 
air. Or how he heard high insane laughter 
coming from the moon shadows—the 
witch’s cackle. 

Though not many people have seen the 
witch, anybody can see part of her—the 
outline of her foot and leg are on the mon- 
ument, a granite shaft erected in 1858 by 
descendants of Col. Jonathan Buck, the 
founder of Bucksport. 

Shortly after the monument was raised, 
only a few yards from Buck’s unpretentious 
gravestone, a flaw began to appear in the 
Blue Hill granite on the side facing the 
street. Gradually it took the form of a 
human foot and leg, which gave rise to 





the tale of the witch’s curse. Of the numer- 
ous versions repeated in Bucksport, and 
reported in newspapers all over the nation, 
this is as typical as any: 

On the exact spot where the monument 
now stands, there once lived a poor woman 
with her son, in a hut on the edge of town. 
The child was a misshapen idiot of eight. 
She was shunned and reviled by the towns- 
people, and for companionship had only 
vagrant Indians, with whom the boy spent 
much time in the deep woods that girdled 
the settlement. The only settler who did 
not shun her was Col. Jonathan Buck, and 
with good reason—she was his mistress. 
Eventually she became pregnant by him, 
and although his wife was far away in 
Haverhill, Mass., Buck feared lest news of 
the affair should jeopardize his prominent 
position in Bucksport. He ordered the 
woman to depart, but she refused. 

Returning one night from her hut—he 
always visited her at midnight—he en- 
countered the parson and, in an endeavor 
to keep himself above suspicion, told him: 
“T have been watching this woman, and 
I think she is a witch. Something will 
have to be done.” 

A trial was held in the church. On the 
platform before the assembled congrega- 
tion sat Buck with a few prominent rich 
men. He had been one of the chief judges 
at the Salem Witch Trials. The woman 
was convicted of being a disciple of Satan, 
and Buck himself pronounced her sentence 

she would be burned for sorcery. 

The mob hastened to her little hut, the 
idiot boy with them. They tied her to 
the door of her own house, heaped fagots 
about her, and Col. Buck set the torch. 
As the flames licked about her the woman 
spoke this curse: 

“T curse thee, Jonathan Buck, and with 
my last breath I shall curse thee. Thy life 
on this earth shall be torments and in thy 
grave thou shalt not be at peace. ! shall 
haunt thee living, awake or sleepin:. 

“Thy conscious labours shall not bear 
fruit and thy dreams shall torture thee, 
and so long forever as a monument shall 
stand above thy filthy carcass or a tomb 
contain thy bones, so long shall my curse 
be upon thee and my sign upon thy tomb- 
stone.” 

Then she died. As the flames consumed 
her body before the watching crowd, one 
of her legs fell away and rolled out of the 
fire. Her son snatched it up and as he 
dashed away, never to return, he cried out 
that Col. Buck was the one who had de- 
bauched his mother. 
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Mrs. Francis Homer, a Buck descendant: 
“| think it's abominable. | never heard 
that legend ‘til after | grew up!"’ 


The colonel was later brought to trial, 
but without the boy's testimony, and ap- 


pearing in his own defense, nothing ever 
came of the case. And so the witch's curse 
was forgotten, until 60 later the 
monument was erected, the leg appeared, 
and the curse was recalled. No amount of 
scraping and polishing has been able to 
eliminate the sign—it always reappears 

“Isn't that a fantastic story?”’ com- 
mented the person who told it. And every 
one else who told the story echoed this 
opinion, when pressed. All laughed, the 
way one does when he doesn't want to be 
taken seriously. But still the tale persists, 
is told and retold with infinite variations 
The facts can’t change it, por have the 
efforts o. Buck's descendants, who feel it is 
a slur on the memory of his name, been 
able to suppress it. 

Of course the tale has many shortcom- 
ings, if judged factually. First and most 
important, no one was ever burned or 
hanged in the state of Maine for witchcraft. 
Secondly, Colonel Buck could not have 
been a judge at the Salem Witch Trials, as 
he was born in 1718, twenty-six years later. 
One newspaper that printed the story re- 
ported, “Even men of science are puzzled 
by the so-called phenomenon (the leg and 
foot), which always comes out despite

efforts to erase it from the tombstone,” 
but there is a simple, logical explanation 
Monument makers and quarriers point 
out that ‘Blue Hill Granite is inclined to 
iron flaws which come out in different 
shapes, some of them recognizable. They 
penetrate deep into the stone, as veins 
This accounts for the stain on the Buck

monument. It can be scraped off, but as 
soon as the air acts to oxidize the iron, the 
same outline reappears. 

The real Col. Buck was an honorable, 
industrious shipbuilder and surveyor who 
made good on the frontier. He was a 
veteran of the French-Indian Wars, later 
was made a colonel in the Revolution. He 
founded Bucksport in 1762. Leaving his 
wife in Haverhill to manage his store, Buck 
led the growth of the settlement. He built 
the first grist mill, the first saw mill and 
launched the first boat; he plied the coastal 
waters between Haverhill and Buckstown, 
as he had named the settlement. His wife 
joined him late in life. She died in 1789, 
aged 71, he in 1795, in his 77th year. Six 
of their nine children survived. If Colonel 
Buck was ever indiscreet during the years 
he lived apart from his wife, no record sur- 
vives, while evidence of his regular and 
faithful correspondence with Lydia Buck 
is in the hands of his descendants. Finally, 
the myth was unheard of until after the 
granite marker was erected and the flaw 
appeared. 

So much for the facts; the story con- 
tinues with undiminished enthusiasm and 
constant improvement, and may even-

All 
conversation stops, and then starts up 
again, all together, and right there you can 
hear six or seven versions, delivered with 
great gusto. It’s one of Bucksport’s chief 
attractions. In the summers thousands of 
tourists stop to look at the monument. A 
lady who lives across the?street often leans 
out her window and recites the tale. Pic- 
ture postcards of the leg have been seen in 
California. 

On a ramshackle farm outside town, near 
Silver Lake, lives old Ed Sylvester. People 
say he believes in ghosts, tells about a mer- 
maid he saw, and a detached leg in his 
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hogpen they say and smile 
really believes in the curse 

But the joke’s on them. It seems they 
failed to recognize a real old-style Yankee 
humorist and yarn spinner. Ed under 
stands about myths, and where they come 
from, and why they have largely died out 
in this modern world. When asked if he 
believed in the legend, he laughed. “It 
don't pay to let the world die,’ was his 
comment. “There used to be a lot going 
on about ghosts.” He sounded wistful 
And then he launched into a yarn, in fact 
several of them, one the story of what they 
did in the old days when they couldn't 
get butter to come. “Well, they'd heat a 
horseshoe red hot, throw it in, and the but 
ter would set.” 

Finally he grew more serious. “A story 
like this witch makes for a little excitement 
and something to talk about, keeps people 
thinking. Don’t think these old udages and 
ideas should be entirely erased. It gives the 
young folks something to think about, and 
it might in some way help the religious 
idea.” According to him, the reason the 
old stories have gone out is: “Years ago 
people didn’t go to movies and watch 
television; they made their own fun. | 
was hunting squank eggs one day,”’—he was 
off again—*‘a big bird that lives on fish and 
feathered animals, going around Verona Is- 
land. I was looking along the shore when I 
ran onto this mermaid. She was sitting on a 
rock, basking in the sun, and when she saw 
me she waved to me with a fin, but when I 
drew ashore .. .”’

At the Administration building we found 
out more about Brandeis. Named after 


the late U. S. Supreme Court jurist, Louis 
D. Brandeis, the university arose “because 
of the desire of the Jewish community to 
make a corporate contribution to higher

American universities .. . It is non- 


racial, non-sectarian, in both faculty and 
student body. 

But there is something more in the air, 
behind the creative ferment, behind the 
excitement of the Festival, the new build- 
ings, the ebullient youth of the campus. 
Perhaps the answer showed best in the 
relaxed smile of Dr. Ludwig Lewisohn, 
seated beside his books, fullfof memories of 
his love of English literature, and of his 
own books, like Mid-Channel and Up- 
stream and Ezpressionism in America 
creative clarions all). Seated there, re- 
sembling both Goethe and Voltaire, and 
stroking his famous cat Cupcake and hear- 
ing the distant music, he may have re- 
membered his own words, years past, “This 
human adventure is an eternal thing.”

The fact that “The Breakers” was 
only a summer “cottage’’ makes it even 
more impressive, and it is hard to imagine 
life in the ‘20s as lived by this fabulous 
family in their fabulous summer house. 
After one gets over his initial sense of awe, 
one realizes that the house is indeed beauti- 
ful, for only the best of materials went into 
its construction.

both chateaux and castles, and is, we think, 
a must for any vacationer within driving 
distance of Newport, 


Provincetown, at the tip of Cape Cod, 
is one of the most interesting places to 
visit in September, for by that time all the 
hectic summer activities are over.

Between the 12th and 20th of July, 1852, a tired 
old man was driving with his secretary among the 
Seven Hills of his native Salisbury, New Hampshire. 
It was too late for the apple blossoms, but the crops 
were well on their way and the smell of worked earth 
still lingered. Of mornings, the mists hung white in 
the lowlands, while off and about, the hills of the 
Kearsarge Range stood green in their eternal primal 
strength. This was the country that had given him 
birth, he was from it and of it, and he had carried 
its mighty vigorous power among men and nations 
for a half-century. 

Dan'l Webster, riding with Charles Lanman, 
would stop the horse near almost every farm. A 
word with a woman from the kitchen, a word with 
the toiler with his shovel or rake or hoe, questions 
of crops, livestocks, how-do-you-do’s, and even 
politics. The word he left with them was imperish- 
able. It was retained in memory decades after Black 
Dan had gone to his rest in the Marshfield Cemetery. 

But Dan’l at this moment was not the Dan’! of 
the Dartmouth College Case, or the Reply to Hayne, 
or the Plymouth and Bunker Hill Orations. He had 
suffered physically from a bad fall from his carriage 
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Daniel Webster, painting by John Pope. 
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The heart of a legend, if it is one of 
continuing vitality, is not in the past 
only, but in the living present. In the 
lefthand column here and following 
are some of today's people and 
what they think of Dan'!l Webster.

in May, and his spirit had encountered an attack of 
excruciating bitterness ever since his Seventh of 
March speech two years earlier. He was no longer 
the Steam Engine in Trousers, the Man Cathedral. 
He was however still the Godlike One, he would 
| always be that, and the “Great Stone Face” as well, 
and men would never know just how deep his 
SOrTOW Was. 
Already a legend, an unfathomable mystery, with 
a mind that seemed superhuman behind those dark, 
deep-set eyes, a man about whom stories sprang up 
by scores all over New England. Everything he 
| did was notable. Every appearance he made was a 
sensation. He had taken New England’s stand 
against the southern separatists in his Reply to 
Hayne, he had defied the northern separatists in 
his Seventh of March speech. He had preserved 
the Union with all the power of his mind and body, 
and by so doing through this last Compromise he 
had become the target of the¥Abolitionists’ fury. 
Excoriated, denounced as a traitor, he had been 
likened to Ichabod by the Quaker poet, Whittier. 

Now, he was a broken old man. Yet he never 
breathed a word of complaint. A mantle of dark 
mystery cloaks him, a mystery such as epics are 
made from. Three times the Presidency was near 
him, three times it was denied and given to lesser 
men. When Faneuil Hall was denied him in which 
to make an explanation of that Seventh of March 
speech, it must have been a terrible blow. 

Now he was back briefly in the lovely Salisbury 
Hills, back to the Old Elm Farm in that part which 
had been set off as Franklin in 1825. This was his 
land, his valley, his farm. Even the beautiful home 
in Marshfield with the throb of the sea so near to it 
was not so typical of him as this. He carried a power 
of mind and body that comes seldom to those born 
amidst a softer civilization. Yet he was a man, after 
all, despite all the stories and legends, an old man 
visiting the scenes of his youth, his birthplace, the 
farm where he grew up, the Meeting House where 
he was christened. 

Of a surpassing body and mind, Dan’l’s life was 
in itself a succession of miracles. He won over the 
Supreme Court in the Dartmouth College Case 
when the lower courts were against him, he attacked 
the South when it was strong, and he defended the 
North against its owa weaknesses. He broke a 
great rule of Grammar which dictated that plural 
| nouns should take plural verbs, and after his time 
| people said the United States IS, and not, the United 
| States ARE. 
| Hostile juries found verdicts for him when the 
| law was against him. Stephen Vincent Benet illus- 
| trates this power in The Devil and Daniel Webster 
| when Webster won over the Devil’s own hand- 
| picked jury. With his magnificent voice Dan’! held 

50,000 people spellbound at the First Bunker Hill 

Oration, and at Plymouth he resolved a multitude 

to tears. A deep hush, charged with emotion, lay 
| over the Senate when he spoke. Whence came this 
tremendous power? 








Commentators use the metaphors of natural 
forces, the power of the sea, the wind, lightning and 
thunder. Lightning from his eyes, thunder from his 
mouth, speech thatfhad the violence of a hurricane 
James Russell Lowell describes him: “Webster 
should be a conductor to gather from every part of 
the cloud of popular indignation the scattered elec- 
tricity, which would waste itself in heat lightning, 
and, grasping it in one huge thunderbolt, let it fall 
like the messenger of an angry god among the 
triflers in the capital.” One thinks of Odin, or Thor, 
or Jupiter, or even Jehovah. These titanic powers 
were ascribed, most amazingly to this man while 
he was still alive. He did not need to pass into myth 
before the legends began to arise 

He became known as the man “who can do any 
thing.”” He saved a College and a Nation, twice 
averted war with Great Britain, he fixed boundaries 
and he established the Constitution for what it was. 
But his popular fame lay in smaller things: school 
children for generations read and recited his defense 
of a woodchuck, he took to court the case of a horse 
with a broken leg that was dragged through a wall, 
he took an axe in his hand to break down a door 
illegally nailed up, and he drew the picture of a 
murderer trying to slink away from his own con- 
science in such terms that all who heard or read

shuddered as at tragedy. When he walked through 
State Street in Boston, business was suspended as 
people rushed out to see him pass. “He stood nearly 
six feet high,” said Senator Samuel ;,W. McCall. 
“His head was one of the largest ever seen on human 
shoulders. He had a dark ‘gunpowder’ complexion, 
a broad and lofty brow, and large, deep-sunken, 
black that would blaze with intensity in 
moments of excitement.” Truly he was “a great 
actor lost to the stage,” the ideal of a Roman 
Senator, a giant, a titan. 

Around Searles’ Hill, N. H., which he called Vit 
Pisgah, with just a crossing over of the line into 
Franklin (did somebody make*that line crooked in 
order to get the old home place into Franklin?), 
one passes through a wilderness, almost as dense 
today as it was when Dan'l’s father Ebenezer hewed 
himself a log cabin. The cabin is gone, but a portion 
of a second house where Dan’l was born is there in 
its old place. It that both Lanman and 
Harvey in writing of the place declare that only 
the cellar was there when they saw it. But the 
Webster Birthplace Association, with the New 
Hampshire Historical Society, worked on the theory 
that the old house had been carted away, and indeed 
the portion in which Webster was born was found 
tucked into the rear portion of the house next door 
It was restored to its old place and is today a shrine 
We dropped in to visit... 

Mrs. Clement W. Orr, wife of the Superintendent, 
the place being now a State Park, looked up from 
boiling maple sugar in the kitchen and ran for Mr 
J. J. Deaborn’s History of the Town of Salisbury to 
show on the map the location of the Birthplace

» From Elm Farm we went to Exeter, as Dan’'l did, 
and found a memorial there as at Dartmouth. Al 


though he was but a year there, the importance of 


Exeter's influence cannot be minimized. For here 
he first encountered academic life and thought. It 
was at Exeter that he was slanted toward college, 
and Dartmouth 

Dartmouth was very dear to his heart, and once 
at the meeting of the Boston Alumni he stated that 


his speech before the Supreme Court in behalf of 


the College was his favorite speech. In Hanover, 
N. H. one finds a Webster Hall, with its tablet 
“Dartmouth College, Founded by Eleazar Whee 
lock; Refounded by Daniel Webster,” the old 
Webster House where he lived in his senior year; 
the Next to Nothing House as Mrs. Alice Carrick 
Skinner described it in her book of that name 
Everywhere we went in the Webster Country we 
found stories, some great, some trifling. Did he but 
stop to ask for a cup of water from a well, that cup 
became sacred. Where he spent a night, the fact is 
usually recorded on a sign outside the building. The 
legends are legion, but they are all big. In Plymouth 
where the assertion is sometimes made that he spent 
his first day in court, the old building is now a

library. In Fryeburg, Maine, where he was prin- 
cipal of the Academy and made a famous Fourth of 
July Oration one may find, in the old Registry of 


Deeds office, the copying made in his own hand. 
The building where he taught has burned down, 
but the students there not too long ago used to 
shout in public, as we have it from Tom Ward of 
Fryeburg (whose brother there used to make beauti- 
ful ash wood bats for the National League): 


“We do as we should, 
We talk as we ought: 
We come from Fryeburg 
Where Dan’l Webster taught.” 


Webster fables are of the heroic quality of the 
Middle-Ages,—they point to him as foutwitting 
somebody or other; if he had debts they were greater 
than anyone else’s, if he drank, and he did like his 
liquor as did most public men of that day, he drank 
more than was good for him. In popular legend he 
might have been a Nuremberg alderman who could 
empty a five-gallon tankard at one breath. Or Loki, 
drinking a large portion of the sea. 

It was in Portsmouth, N. H., that “quaint old 
town,” that Webster rose to fame. He was there 
from 1806 to 1816 after a few years at Boscawen, 
and the training under Christopher Gore in Boston. 
The building in Market Street where he had his 
office is now the printing establishment of Blaisdell 
& Son. Many of the New Hampshire stories about 
Webster stem from this period when he was still 
“riding circuit’’ and it was here that he was first 





elected to Congress, first made his entrance into 
politics and publicly demonstrated his position as a 
defender of the Constitution. The beginnings of the 
Dartmouth College Case were here, with its subse 
quent settlement in the Supreme Court. 

To get the real feeling of Boston in Webster's day, 
go to Faneuil Hall and strike off toward Hanover 
Street. Here is a quarter that resembles a quaint bit 
of old London. The streets are just wide enough for 
one stagecoach, the building of the Old Oyster 
House is Dickensian, and in the wall of the building 
is lodged what but few Bostonians have seen, the 
“Boston Stone,” a very important item in early 
days, so important in old London that when Jack 
Cade took the city he accomplished his work by 
striking his sword on “London Stone.” 

On Beacon Hill a wing of the State House now 
covers one of Webster's dwelling places, and the 
City Prison another.

It was in Marshfield, Mass., however, that we got 
back into the country where the legends persist. 
Here with the feel of the farm and the sea we could 
see why Webster was attracted to the place as early 
as 1825. Here perhaps, more than anywhere else, 
Webster felt absolute freedom from national cares 
alas that the old house is gone. What memories it 
would retain. The fields, richer than the rocky soil 
at Salisbury, the air fresh and tangy from the ocean,

Marshfield, too, had another great solace for him.

There lived on the outskirts of Marshfield in 
1922 a retired school teacher by the name of Mary 
Ann Ford. At that time she was about 85 years old

Webster lay dying at Marshfield. Like others in 
the neighborhood she had been constantly listening 
for the tolling of the church bell which would mark 
the end of a great career. Everyone knew that the 
end was near. Everyone knew that Webster lay in 
his bed so that his eyes would be fixed on the 
American flag hoisted within his view on the mast 
of the boat that lay in the little body of water be 
hind his house. At night the carriage lantern was 
hoisted beside it, so that the dying eyes could see 
the emblem which stood for all that he had struggled 
for during his life. “When my eyes shall be turned 
for the last time on the Meridian sun, I hope I may 
see him shining bright upon my united, free, and 
happy country.

So he had said in what many consider his 
greatest moment.* 

At 2 o'clock in the morning he died. They dressed 
him in the blue Revolutionary coat with its gilt 
buttons, white cravat, vest, pantaloons and gloves, 
silk hose and patent leather shoes. He was laid on 
a table in the great library of the Marshfield home 
His last words “I still live” still rang in the ears of 
those about him, words that were to be more true 
than he thought—or did he, in the dark mystery of 
that great mind, know that he had joined the im 
mortals? 

Mary Ann was listening for the bell. At 7 o'clock 
in the morning she heard it-—the first sad tolling 
then the Three Strokes in the old New England

fashion denoting that the deceased was a male, 
then the 70 single strokes, one for each of the 
eventful years of Dan'l’s life. Hardly had the tolling 
finished before the carriage wheels began to rumble 
on the little bridge down the road. They were 
coming, coming from Boston, from New York, from 
Washington, to attend the funeral of the departed 
giant. The funeral was on the lawn in the midst of 
some 10,000 people, and then he was laid away in 
the cemetery beneath the solid stone with the plain 
lettering. 

In a sense, however, his fame had just begun. 
The storm which had arisen after the Seventh of 
March Speech died away. Even Whittier relented. 
The Abolitionists may have been swayed by grief 
or by pure personal affection, but they realized at 
last that the man had fought for them as well as 
for all Americans. Perhaps they relented somewhat,

perhaps they saw the light, that the North was not 
yet strong enough to take its position alone. Web- 
ster had undoubtedly amalgamated the Union. 
In 10 years more Lincoln would save it. 

There are statues to Webster in many cities, 
memorials, halls, libraries, and even a whistle-stop 
on the Boston & Maine railroad. There is the pic 
ture in Faneuil Hall, Congressional and Senatorial 
group pictures, and there are portraits in every 
New England town and village. Truly no other 
man was such a target for portrait painters. That 
however which is imperishable is the reality in the 
form of legend and tradition which exists in men's 
minds. He was one of the most impressive men in 
all history. He was Emerson's Yankee with Wings, 
he was Jack the Giant Killer, he was Roland and 
Amadis and Robin Hood all in one. Truly a child 
of earth with a magnificent brain, and he carried 
as the chief impact, the idea that the preservation 
of the Union under the Constitution was the very 
first concern of all real Americans. That there was 
a Union to pass on to Lincoln to be saved was per- 
haps the great work of his life

Lengths of Glass Curtains and Draperies 
Material: 


There IS a proper length when it comes 
to your window hangings. Draperies may 
be either floor length, sill length or draped 
on the floor. The floor length is the most 
popular for all decorative schemes. The 
draperies should hang straight, just clear- 
ing the floor. Tie-backs are not used unless 
the draperies meet at the top center. In 
this case the curtains are drawn back so 
that the inside edges cascade to the outer 
ridge which reaches the floor. Sill length: 
If windows are recessed or have extended 
windowsills, sill length draperies are 
proper. If you prefer the draperies, draped 
on the floor, fine for very formal rooms, 
the draperies should be cut long enough to 
drape 6 to 12 inches on the floor. 

Glass Curtains: The length of the glass 
curtains corresponds with the length of the 
draperies, except when a radiator, window 
seat of some built in fixture is underneath 
the window. Glass curtains should never 
drape on the floor even when used with
